'Call to action’ 


Lawmakers want Quinn to deploy National Guard on city streets

Two state representatives called on Gov. 
Pat Quinn on Sunday to deploy the Il- 
linois National Guard to safeguard Chi- 
cago’s streets. 

Chicago Democrats John Fritchey and 
LaShawn Ford said they want Quinn, May- 
or Daley and Chicago Police Supt. Jody 
Weis to allow guardsmen to patrol streets 
and help quell violence. Weis said he did 
not support the idea because the military 
and police operate under different rules. 

“Is this a drastic call to action? Of course 
it is,” Fritchey said. “Is it warranted when 
we are losing residents to gun violence at 
such an alarming rate? Without question. 
We are not talking about rolling tanks 
down the street or having armed guards on 
each corner.” 

What he envisions, Fritchey said, is a 
“heightened presence on the streets,” par- 
ticularly on the roughly 9 percent of city 


blocks where most of the city’s violent 
crimes occur. 

Weis previously identified those 
“hot spots” and said he plans to create a 
loo-person team made up of selected and 
volunteer police personnel to respond to 
crime there. If guardsmen were to assist 
police, they could comprise or contribute 
to that force, Fritchey said. 

So far this year, 113 people have been 
killed across Chicago, the same number of 
U.S. troops killed in Iraq and Afghanistan 
combined in the same period, Fritchey said. 

‘As we speak. National Guard members 
are working side by side with our troops to 
fight a war halfway around the world,” Frit- 
chey said. “The unfortunate reality is that 
we have another war that is just as deadly 
taking place right in our backyard.” 

While the National Guard has been de- 
ployed in other states to prevent violence 
related to specific events and protests, the 


Chicago legislators said they are unaware 
of guardsmen being deployed to assist with 
general urban unrest. 

Weis countered that the only scenario in 
which the National Guard would be help- 
ful is in the situation of a tornado, earth- 
quake or flood. 

If the military were brought in to help 
with city violence, they wouldn’t answer to 
police command— creating a “major dis- 
connect” in mission and strategy 

Alluding to the 1970 Kent State Univer- 
sity incident where the National Guard 
was called in and protesters and students 
were shot, Weis said having guardsmen 
handle crime could be “disastrous.” But 
he said if the mayor suggested it, he would 
consider the option. 

“I’m open to anything that reduces vio- 
lence. But I have concerns when you mix 
law enforcement and the military,” Weis 
said.

Giannoulias 
campaign 
will go on 

Illinois Treasurer Alexi Giannoulias appeared 
undaunted by the shuttering of his family’s bank, 
saying he would continue his bid to keep Presi- 
dent Obama’s old Senate seat in Democratic 
hands with renewed purpose. 

“My campaign for the United States Senate 
goes forward with a renewed determination to 
turn Illinois’ economy around and to fix what’s 
broken in Washington, DC.,” he told reporters 
late Friday just hours after regulators shut down 
Broadway Bank. 

The closure was expected but still presents an 
election challenge for Giannoulias, who worked 
as a senior loan officer at the bank until he was 
elected treasurer four years ago. 

Broadway Bank, which was heavy into real es- 
tate loans and lost $75 million last year, had been 
given until Monday to raise about $85 million in 
new capital, but the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. announced at the close of business Friday 
that Broadway was among seven Illinois banks 
that had failed. 

Giannoulias, 34, has tried to take some of the 
political and public relations sting out of the col- 
lapse, acknowledging that the bank was likely to 
fail but blaming the bad economy He said the 
business was financially healthy when he left four 
years ago. 

Late Friday, Giannoulias’ voice broke as he 
talked about the collapse and vowed to work 
harder in his bid to win the Senate race. He said 
he knows firsthand the effect that the economy 
has had on people and businesses in Illinois. 

“There was no bailout for my father’s bank. 
It is an incredibly sad and heartbreaking day 
for me and for my family This bank has helped 
thousands of people when no one else would give 
them a chance,” he said. 

His Republican opponent, U.S. Rep. Mark 
Kirk, has made the bank’s finances a central issue 
in their Senate race.

Sorry to bug you, but 
everything is at risk 

I know there’s already so much to be worried about: the economy 
Icelandic volcanoes, the continued popularity of somebody named 
Justin Bieber. (Who is this guy? Why does his name appear every- 
where now?) 

At the risk of being the bearer of bad news, the US. military has 
issued a dire warning that has gone relatively unreported in the media, 
yet portends far more trouble than economic stagnation, volcanic 
eruptions and Bieber saturation combined. 

In a Joint Operating Environment Report, the U.S. Joint Forces 
Command warns that surplus oil production capacity could end 
within two years with serious shortages beginning by 2015 and grow- 
ing to as much as 10 milHon barrels a day 

The military is basically talking about the onset of peak oil— the 
point at which the world’s demand for oil outpaces the supply and 
production goes into irreversible decHne. If you haven’t given much 
thought to peak oil, you can be forgiven.

The military’s analysis aligns neatly with a recent study 
by the University of Kuwait and another estimate issued by billionaire 
Richard Branson’s energy task force. 

The consequences of losing that surplus production capacity are 
unknown, but as the JOE report says: “It would surely reduce the 
prospects for growth in both the developing and developed worlds. 
Such an economic slowdown would exacerbate unresolved tensions, 
pushing fragile and failing states ... toward collapse.” 

In other words, go ahead and schedule a major recession on your 
calendar for roughly the middle of the decade. 

The report goes on to warn that, “The Great Depression spawned 
a number of totalitarian regimes that sought economic prosperity for 
their nations by ruthless conquest.” 

Oh, happy day! 

The problem is that cheap oil pretty much undergirds the entire 
modern world— especially here in the U.S. (UV) A . From the car you 
drive, to the plastic in your cell phone, to the RedEye newspaper 
you’re holding, it’s all made possible by cheap, readily available oil. 
What’s more frightening is how closely our food system is tied to 
that cheap oil, from agribusiness seeds to the engines of the tractors 
and plows that farm it all. Any oil crisis quickly could turn into a food 
crisis, which quickly could turn into all kinds of other crises. 

If the military’s analysis is correct, it has issued a mostly ignored 
warning about a major, frightening threat to the future stability of the 
world. Then again, I just Googled Justin Bieber and found out he’s 
some kid pop singer who hasn’t even hit puberty yet. 

In other words, the horror of “peak Bieber” may still lie ahead.

In Chicago and nationwide, reports suggest sexual 
health knowledge declining among young people

Is Chicago uninformed when it comes to sex? 

If you believe some recent statistics, it would seem we’re at least sexually 
challenged. Rates of sexually transmitted infections in the country and state are 
high and, in some cases, getting worse. And in what could be a related problem, 
recent surveys show teens and 20 -somethings don’t seem to know much about 
how to prevent pregnancy and sexually transmitted infections, or STIs. 

Heather Corinna, author and executive director of the sex advice Web site 
scarleteen.com, said the situation is getting worse. 


“In the 12 years I have been working with 
young adults and sex, it has seemed that as 
time has gone on, the level of knowledge 
about STIs and safer sex has decreased, not 
increased,” Corinna said in an e-mail. 

Sex education has become a fairly steamy 
topic of late, with Wisconsin grappling with 
the implications of a new law. The Healthy 
Youth Act requires school health classes to 
provide medically accurate information on 
alcohol, sexual abuse and sexually transmitted 
infections, as well as instruction on how to use 
condoms and birth control, something one 
Wisconsin district attorney is fighting. The 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
and other groups also are tackling the issue, 
with the April observance of STD Awareness 
Month after the STD National Prevention 
Conference took place in Atlanta in March. 

Roosevelt University student Sylvia Moran, 
20, said she wasn’t surprised to hear of the 
general lack of sexual information. 

“I think there’s more knowledge,” she said, 
adding that it doesn’t seem to be sinking in. 
People are “saying they’re paying attention” 
in sex ed classes but really aren’t, Moran said. 


“You can always find something that some- 
one doesn’t know,” said Dr. Melissa Gilliam, 
chief of family planning for the department of 
obstetrics and gynecology at the University of 
Chicago. But even with that caveat, she said 
sexual expertise is low for many people. “We 
don’t place a lot of value on sexual and repro- 
ductive health.” 

A 2009 survey by the National Campaign to 
Prevent Teen and Unplanned Pregnancy high- 
lighted some of the wrong ideas people have 
about sex, pregnancy and preventing STIs. 

In a survey of 1,800 unmarried men and 
women ages 18 to 29, 37 percent think using 
petroleum jelly to lubricate latex condoms is 
fine (it’s not; the oil in the jelly breaks down 
the latex). Also, 44 percent of those who had 
tried birth control pills thought you needed 
to “take a break” from the pill every few years 
(you don’t, experts say). And that was just the 
tip of the misconception iceberg. 

The statistics of sexually transmitted infec- 
tions aren’t any better. In 2008, for example, 
Illinois’ rate of infection for chlamydia was 
higher than that of California, a state with al- 
most three times the population, and Chica-

go’s infection rates have risen for the past four 
years the GDC has been tracking the figures. 

Illinois also ranks eighth out of 50 states 
for gonorrhea infections, with 20,674 cases 
in 2008 — the most recent year for which sta- 
tistics are available— and a rate of 160.9 cases 
per 100,000 people, according to the GDC.

munities, which can have higher infection 
rates for diseases such as HIV and syphilis. 

“The core of that model of education is 
messaging to encourage youth to save sex 
for heterosexual marriage,” Corinna said. 
“Many of the programs don’t even mention 
homosexuality, bisexuality or gendervariant 
people.” 

In Chicago Public Schools, comprehen- 
sive sex education— in other words, not 
“abstinence-only”— is the rule, according to 


Ken Papineau, director of coordinated school 
health. He said students are taught starting in 
fifth grade about health topics that include 
sexually transmitted infections and pregnancy 

“One of the areas we focus on is family life 
and AIDS education,” which is mandated by 
state law, he said. 

West Loop resident Laura Ladd, i8, said her 
high school’s sex education teacher “openly 
talked about sex,” which she appreciated. 
Teens “rebel against everything,” she said. 


adding the decision to have sex is a “personal” 
one that shouldn’t be made for young people. 

But Dr. Russell Robertson, chairman of 
family and community medicine at North- 
western University’s Feinberg School of Med- 
icine, attributes rising infection rates and lack 
of knowledge to poor parenting and “depic- 
tions of sex in the media,” which he said gloss 
over potential dangers. 

“There are hardly ever any negative conse- 
quences,” he said. “People on the television. 


they do not get gonorrhea.” 

He also said there’s a more casual attitude 
about sex than in years past, and it discour- 
ages emotional connections in favor of sexual 
ones. 

But some say sticking our collective heads 
in the sand doesn’t help— something the na- 
tion’s statistics seem to back up. “The idea 
that if no one talks about sex it won’t happen 
is as prevalent— and crazy— now as it has ever 
been,” Corinna said.

Doug Denson enjoys commuting on Me- 
tra instead of driving downtown, but he’d 
like it a lot more if he could use Wi-Fi to 
download documents, dash off e-mails or 
polish a PowerPoint. “It’s an hour ride for 
me, so it’s an hour of lost productivity if I 
don’t do something,” Denson, a company 
CEO from Medinah, said as he traveled on 
his Milwaukee District West Line train. 

Denson and other laptop-toting com- 
muters are learning what people from Bos- 
ton to San Francisco already know: Having 
Internet access on trains — the same kind 
of Wi-Fi available in coffee shops and li- 
braries— can help riders be more produc- 
tive, save time or simply make a humdrum 
ride more fun with a little Web surfing. 

But Wi-Fi doesn’t fly on Metra. The 


commuter rail agency, which still punches 
tickets by hand and only recently started 
taking credit cards, says providing wireless 
Internet is too expensive and technologi- 
cally challenging. 

Those reasons aren’t stopping transit 
agencies elsewhere from joining the broad- 
band bandwagon. Cities big and small have 
overcome the hurdles and added Wi-Fi, or 
will soon. This month. New Mexico’s Rail 
Runner commuter line serving Albuquer- 
que and Santa Fe opened free Wi-Fi ser- 
vice to its 4,500 riders. 

Next month. New York’s Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority plans to open 
bids from companies that want to offer 
Wi-Fi to the 300,000 daily commuters 
on the Long Island Rail Road and Metro- 
North lines, the nation’s busiest. 


Wi-Fi proponents say making trains 
rolling hot spots, whether for free or for a 
small charge, is attracting new riders and 
encouraging people to leave cars at home. 

“The response from riders has been 
overwhelmingly positive,” said Scott 
Farmelant, a spokesman for the Massa- 
chusetts Bay Commuter Rail Co., which 
started Wi-Fi two years ago. 

Transportation experts say Wi-Fi isn’t 
just a frill. They liken it to installing air- 
conditioning on coaches decades ago. 

“It shows that public transit offers 21st 
century amenities,” said Virginia Miller, 
spokeswoman for the American Public 
Transportation Association. “People are 
becoming more technology-oriented, and 
their long commutes on trains gives them 
more time to be more productive.”

An 1 8 -year-old man has died from his injuries af- 
ter being shot in an incident Saturday night that 
involved an exchange of gunfire with Chicago 
police. 

Izael Jackson, 18, of the 5300 block of South

Chicago police said Mobile Strike Force officers 
attempted to make a traffic stop about 10:30 p.m. 
in the area of 6ist Street and Prairie Avenue. Po- 
lice said Jackson got out of the vehicle and started 
firing shots at the officers. Officers then returned 
fire, striking him, police said. After placing him 
into custody a weapon was confiscated. 

Police said no officers were injured. 

Police were looking for at least one other per- 
son who was inside the vehicle with Jackson mo- 
ments before the shooting, said Roderick Drew, 
a Chicago police spokesman. 

Curtis Tarver, a spokesman for the Indepen- 
dent Police Review Authority which investigates 
shootings involving Chicago police officers, said 
the agency is examining the shooting. He could 
provide no further details. 

Jackson had been scheduled to appear in court 
in June on weapons charges, according to court 
records.

Immigration law ignites protest

PHOENIX Thousands of protesters descended 
Sunday on Arizona’s Capitol to rally against a 
tough new immigration law they say will lead to 
police harassment of legal immigrants and U.S. 
citizens who look Hispanic. 

Civil rights advocates have vowed to challenge 
the law in court, saying it undoubtedly would 
lead to racial profiling. The Rev A 1 Sharpton said 
that just as freedom riders battled segregation in 
the South in the 1960s, he would organize “free- 
dom walkers” to challenge the Arizona bill. 

“We will go to Arizona when this bill goes 
into effect and walk the streets with people who 
refuse to give identification and force arrest,” 
Sharpton said Sunday in New Abrk. 

Gov Jan Brewer signed the bill into law Fri- 
day It requires police to question people about 
their immigration status if they suspect someone 
is in the country illegally The law also toughens 
restrictions on hiring illegal immigrants for day 
labor and knowingly transporting them. 

Supporters have dismissed concerns of racial 
profiling, saying the law prohibits the use of race 
as the sole basis for an immigration check. Brew- 
er has ordered state officials to develop a training 
course for officers to learn what constitutes rea- 
sonable suspicion someone is in the U.S. illegally

TEAM AT BRINK OF ELIMINATION AFTER BEING PUSHED 
AROUND AT HOME BY LEBRON JAMES AND THE CAVALIERS

As King James descended from his throne, from 
which he dropped his fifth career playoff triple-dou- 
ble on the Bulls, he declared his love for Chicago but 
vowed not to return. 

If LeBron is talking both literally and figuratively 
he’ll break the Bulls’ hearts twice. 

James’ 37 points, 12 rebounds and ii assists pow- 
ered his Cavaliers to a 121-98 victory Sunday after- 
noon at the United Center, dropping the Bulls into 
a 3-1 hole with Game 5 of this Eastern Conference 
quarterfinal series scheduled for Tuesday night in 
Cleveland. 

A Cavaliers victory and the Bulls head into their 
offseason with their wheelbarrows of salary-cap 
cash and dwindling dreams of landing James, who 
reminded all why he’s this summer’s biggest catch. 

James’ six 3-pointers included one from Evan- 
ston— actually one dribble inside half court— at the 
third-quarter buzzer. 

“We weren’t very tough mentally,” Bulls center 
Joakim Noah said. “They were definitely more ag- 
gressive than us, especially in the second half But we 
broke down when things weren’t going our way We 
have to be tougher when that happens. Everyone 
had their head down.” 

The Bulls led 43-40 on Luol Deng’s fast-break 
jumper with 5 minutes, 6 seconds left in the second 
quarter when the wheels fell off Despite being in 
the penalty for the final 7:18 of the first half, the Bulls 
began settling for jumpers. 

“They really executed well,” guard Kirk Hinrich 
said. “We didn’t have an answer for them defensively 
As a result, we got out of character on offense. They 
were putting up points fast. We haven’t been that 
type of team all year. When we feel the pressure 
to do that, we struggle by settling for jumpers, not 
sharing the ball.” 

Matters got uglier in the third quarter. Derrick 
Rose scored the Bulls’ first field goal 3:58 in, Hinrich, 
Taj Gibson and James Johnson found foul trouble 
and the Cavs extended their run to 39-15 and started 
going for style points. 

“They can make a run real quick,” said Rose, whose 
21 points tied Noah for team-high honors. “They 
were playing great defense, making us shoot contest- 
ed shots and getting out and running.” 

Noah added 20 rebounds for the first 20-20 game 
in franchise playoff history

“I still feel I got really good 
looks. I just didn’t knock them down.’’ 

The Bulls are 14-0 this season when Hinrich scores 16 or more points.

Craig Robinson’s life sounds almost too unbelievable 
to be true. 

His journey from the South Side of Chicago to 
basketball standout at Mount Carmel and Princeton, 
being drafted by the ybers, playing professionally in 
Europe, becoming a successful trader and finally quit- 
ting to pursue coaching at 
Brown and now Oregon 
State is the stuff movies are 
made of 

Oh, and his sister is Mi- 
chelle Obama. 

_ In his book, “A Game 
of Character,” Robinson 
reveals the influences that allowed him to live his 
remarkable life, crediting his strong ties between his 
parents and coaches as well as his love of basketball. 

Robinson was in town signing his book this weekend. 
RedEye spoke with him about his Chicago connection, 
high school players and playing with the president. 

The book is just as much about your upbringing as 
it is Chicago. 

When I thought about writing a book, it started re- 
ally with the death of my father 19 years ago.

Has he take any executive privileges playing now 
that he*s become president? 

No, if you’re fortunate enough to get in a game with 
him now, it’s just like getting into a game with him 
playing pickup at the park. 

You were mentioned in some rumors about my 
alma mater DePaul’s vacant coaching position. Was 
there ever any discussions or interest in coming 
back to Chicago and coaching? 

Not at the time when I’m under contract with Or- 
egon State. They would not have talked about that 
without going through the AD. I’m happy at Oregon 
State and just signed a contract extension. I think 
DePaul has a great coach in coach {Oliver} Purnell 
and are going to do just fine.

In September 2005, Tom DeLonge, the 
lip-ring-wearing singer/guitarist from Blink 
182, announced that his new band, Angels Sc 
Airwaves, was “preparing the greatest rock and 
roll revolution for this generation.” He said it 
would be the best album “anybody has heard in 
20 years.” 

On Saturday afternoon, the now 34-year-old 
rocker looked back on his comments backstage 
at the Aragon Ballroom hours before Angels Sc

“I was on Vicodin,” DeLonge said, laughing.

DeLonge was able to poke fun at himself for 
his bold predictions and admitted, “When you’re 
addicted to drugs, you say stupid {stuff}.”

“When I was younger, I drank so much that I 
stopped drinking and then got sick. So I started 
drinking again,” DeLonge said. “I really feel like 
if you fill your body with enough vodka, it kills 
, germs. I really think it works. I’m being dead 

serious.” 

Vodka aside, DeLonge insisted he has toned 
down significantly since his early days with Blink. The guy who went 
streaking in the “What’s My Age Again?” video now is a husband and 
father of two. And he’s making up for past mistakes. 

“My biggest failure was the breakup of Blink,” DeLonge said. “That 
was a failure of friendships, businesses and communications. In our 
hearts, we thought that was forever and gone.” 

The trio began speaking again after drummer Travis Barker survived a 
plane crash in September 2008. Those conversations led to a reunion and 
then a national tour this past summer. 

“If that accident hadn’t happened, we wouldn’t be a band,” DeLonge 
said. “Plain and simple, that was fate.” 

As for the lip ring, DeLonge said he hasn’t worn one since his late 20s. 

“It was chipping my teeth,” he said, adding, “I can squeeze water out 
of [the hole].”
